2nd,  Persons  qualified  for  being  proposed  Members 
are  Natives  of  the  Highlands  of  Scotland,— Sons,  or 
Descendants  of  Highlanders,— Proprietors  of  Lands  in 
the  HicrMands,— Individuals  who  have  done  signal  ser- 
vice  to  that  part  of  the  Kingdom,— Officers  of  Highland 
Corps,— and  Husbands  of  Highland  Ladies. 

.3rd,  Twenty  persons,  and  no  more,  may  be  elected 
Honorary  Members,  witiiuut  possessing  any  of  the 
foregoing  qualifications  ;  and  Highland  Ladies  who  are 
Chiefs  of  their  respective  Clans,  are  eligible. 

4tb,  The  aflfairs  of  the  Society  are  managed  by  a 
Committee,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurers,  Auditors,  Directors,  Secretaries,  and  Deputy- 
Secretary,  for  the  time  being,  and  of  all  those  Members 
wlu>  have  served  the  Office  of  President,  Vice-President, 
Treasurer,  or  Secretary.

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CONSTITUTION.  *» 

5th,  All  business  must  be  first  submitted  to,  and 
determined  on,  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  their 
proceedings  being  afterwards  subject  to  be  confirmed  or 
rejected  by  a  General  Court. 

Gth,  No  Bye-Law,  Rule,  or  Ordinance,  can  be  bind- 
ing, or  have  any  force  or  eflFect,  until  the  same  shall 
have  been  agreed  to  at  a  General  Court,  and  confirnit-d 
by  the  next  succeeding  General  Court,  whether  Quar- 
terly or  Extraordinary  (except  in  the  event  of  the  sum 
to  be  paid  by  Members  on  admission  being  reduced 
below  the  amount  of  Twelve  Guineas,  in  which  case  the 
Resolution  must  be  confirmed  by  the  two  next  succeed- 
ing regular  General  Courts)  ;  and  the  same  method  must 
be  observed  in  altering  or  repealing  any  such  Bye-Law, 
Rule,  or  Ordinance.

month  of  April ;  and  the  third  Saturday  in  the  month 
of  May ;  and  in  case  the  said  twenty- first  of  March 
should  happen  to  fall  on  a  Sunday  or  Good  Friday, 
then  the  said  General  Court  shall  be  holden  on  the 
twenty-second ;  and  notice  of  each  such  General  Court 
shall  be  given  in  two  of  the  Public  Newspapers,  ten 
days  at  least  before  the  holding  of  every  such  Court. 

2nd,  "Whenever  occasion  shall  require,  a  Special  Gene- 
ral Court  shall  be  holden  by  order  of  the  Committee, 
or  upon  the  requisition  of  any  Nine  of  the  Members, 
sioTiified  in  writing  to  any  one  of  the  Secretaries  for  the 
time  beinfr.  and  subscribed  by  such  Members,  the  like 
notice  thereof  being  given. 


3rd,  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  or  more  of 
the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurers,  or  Auditors,  with  any 
Seven  or  more   Members  of  the  said  Corporation,  of

vvlioin  Two  at  the  least  shall  be  Directors;  or  (iu  the 
absence  of  the  Preaident,  all  the  Vice-Presidents,  Trea- 
surers, and  Auditors)  any  Twenty  or  more  of  the 
Members  of  the  said  Corporation,  of  whom  Throe  at 
the  least  shall  be  Directors,  shall  compose  a  General 
Court. 


4th,  The  Four  General  Courts  directed  by  the  Act 
of  Incorporation  to  be  holden  in  each  year,  shall  each  be 
followed  by  a  Dinner,  which  shall  be  considered  a 
Public  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and  at  which  Visitors 
may  be  admitted.  At  each  of  those  Meetings,  so  soon 
as  a  sufficient  number  of  Members  shall  be  present,  the 
Court  shall  be  opened,  and  the  Business  of  the  Day,  if 
possible,  disposed  of  before  Dinner ;  but  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  such  Business  may,  in  the  discretion  vi  the 
Meeting,  or  as  convenience  shall  dictate,  be  adjourned 
or  deferred;  and  in  the  event  of  any  Debate  arising 
when  Visitors  are  present,  the  President,  or  Chairman 
.)f  the  Meeting  shall,  in  the  exercise  of  his  own  dis- 
cretion, and  without  any  vote  or  discussion,  have  a 
power  to  adjourn  the  Question,  and  to  give  directions 
for  summoning  a  Special  General  Court  to  decide  the 
same ;  and  all  such  General  Courts  (with  the  exception 
of  that  to  be  holden  on  the  21st  of  March)  shall  be 
imperatively  closed  at  Eleven  o'clock,  P.  M.

5tli,  At  the  General  Court  holdcn  on  the  third  Satur- 
day in  February,  there  sliall  be  chosen,  a  President, 
Five  Vice-Presidents,  Three  Treasurers,  Three  Auditors, 
Twelve  Directors,  Two  Secretaries,  One  Deputy-Secre- 
tary, or  Accountant,  and  Two  Chaplains,  to  aerve  for

6th,  The  General  Meeting  to  be  holden  on  the  21st 
of  ]\Iarch  in  each  year,  to  celebrate  the  Anniversary  of 
the  glorious  Battle  of  Alexandria,  is  the  established 
.'vnniversary  Festival  of  the  Society ;  and  the  expenses 
thereof  shall  be  defrayed  by  issuing  Tickets  of  Admis- 
sion, at  a  price  to  be  regulated  by  the  Committee;  when 
the  same  shall  happen  to  fall  on  a  Sunday,  the  meeting 
sliall  be  held  on  the  Monday  following. 


7th,  A  Subscription  shall  be  opened  in  each  season, 
to  defray  the  expense  of  the  Dinners  following  the  three 
General    Courts    in   the   months    of   April,    May,    and 
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Fehruary  ;  the  amount  of  tlic  subscription  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Committee  of  Directors. 

8tli,  At  every  General  Meeting  of  the  Society,  each 
Member  may  introduce  one  or  more  Visitors,  paying  fur 
his  or  their  Tickets,  at  the  same  rate  as  that  fixed  for 
non-subscribing  Members ;  but  no  person  qualified  for 
being  proposed  as  a  Member  of  the  Society,  shall  be 
admitted  as  a  Visitor  oftenor  than  once  in  the  same 
year,  unless  he  be  a  Candidate  for  admission. 

9th,  The  reception  and  discussion  of  all  Business 
being  delegated  to  the  Committee  of  Management;

discussed,  or  decided  upon,  at  any  General  Court,  ex- 
cepting only  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Commlltoe,  the  Election  of  Officers,  the 
disposal  and  application  of  the  Conmion  Seal,  and  the 
Proposition  and  Election  of  jSIembers.

1st,  That    the    Society    be   called    The    Aberdeen

promote  the  general  use  of  the  Ancient  Highland  Dress 
in  the  Highlands  of  Scotland;  its  views  to  be  after- 
wards extended,  as  circumstances  may  admit,  to  other 
objects  connected  with  the  preservation  of  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  Highlanders.

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Constitution  of  tl;e  ^odetv. 

1st.— The  Governor- General  of  British  North  Ame- 
rica, for  the  time  being,  to  be  respectfully  requested 
to  become  Chief. 


2nd.  —  The  Suciety  to  consist  of  a  President, 
throe  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  two  Auditors, 
twelve  Directors,  one  Secretary,  and  an  indefinite 
number  of  Members. 


Ihi 


3rd.  —  Persons  eligible  to  be  proposed  Members 
of  the  Society  shall  be  Highlanders  and  their  descen- 
dants ;  individuals  who  have  rendered  essential  service 
to  Highlanders;  Officers  of  Highland  Corps,  Regular 
or  Militia,  and  Husbands  of  Highland  Ladies. 

4th.  —  Twelve  persons,  and  no  more,  may  be 
elected  Honorary  Members,  without  possessing  any  of 
the  qualifications  mentioned  in  the  fi)re<n)inrr  rule. 

5th.— The  afliiirs  of  the  Society  to  be  managed 
by  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President,  Treasurer, 
Aiiditors,  Directors,  and  .Secretary,  for  the  tiiiie  being. 
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three  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

6th.- AH  business  proposed  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Society,  shall  first  be  discussed  and  determined 
on  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  which  shall 
always  meet  previous  to  any  General  Court ;  but  whose 
proceedings  must  be  approved  of  by  the  next  General 
Court  before  they  shall  be  binding,  or  have  effect. 

7th. —  All  questions  upon  the  proceedings  of 
the  Society,  at  any  General  Court  or  Committee  of 
Management,  shall  be  decided  by  vote  ;  and  in  case  of 
an  equality  of  votes,  the  President,  or  Chairman,  to  have 
the  casting  vote,  save  and  except  in  the  election  of 
Members,  as  hereafter  mentioned. 


©tmral  Courts. 

Ist.-A  General  Court  of  the  Society  shall  be 
iH'idcn  at  least  three  times  a  year ;  that  is  to  say,  on 
the  third  Monday  in  December;  on  the  second  Wed- 
nesday  in  January,  and  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  June ; 
and  in  case  the  eighteenth  day  of  June  should  fall  upon 
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a  Sunday,  then,  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  be  holden  on 
the  nineteentli,  the  day  immediately  following. 

2d.— When  occasion  shall  require,  a  Special  Gene- 
ral Court  may'  be  holden  by  order  of  a  majority  of 
the  Committee ;  or  upon  the  written  requisition  of  any 
five  Members  of  the  Society,  addressed  to  any  of  the 
Office-Bearers  or  Directors,  giving  five  days'  notice  of 
such  meeting  ;  but  a  General  Court  convened  on  any 
notice,  shall  be  considered  a  regular  Court  of  the  So- 
ciety. 

3rd.— The  Tresident,  one  or  more  Vice  Presidents, 
tlie  Treasurer,  Secretary,  with  six  members,  or, 
in  the  absence  of  the  President,  Vice  Presidents, 
Treasurer,  and  Secretary, — eight  members,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  a  Director,  shall  form  a  General  Court. 

4th.— The  Prcs  dent,  Vice  Presidents,  Treasurer, 
Auditors,  Directors,  and  Secretary,  shall  be  elected 
annually  at  the  General  Court  on  the  third  Monday  in 
December,  and  they  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
third  Monday  in  December  following,  inclusive. 


5th.— The  General  Court  to  be  holden  on  the 
18th  of  June  in  each  year,  being  intendeu  to  celebrate 
the   Anniversary  of  the  glorio  s  battle  of  Waterloo. 
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«hall  be  considered  the  Anniversary  festival  of  the  So- 
ciety :  and  the  expenses  thereof  shall  be  defrayed  by 
-suing  tickets  of  admission  at  a  price  not  to  exceed 
fifteen  Shillings. 

6th._Every  Member  residing  witl.in  the  Eastern 
D,str,ct  who  does  not  intend  to  be  present  at  ti.e 
Ann.versary  festival  on  ti,e  cigl>tee„th  day  of  June, 
sl.all  signify  suel,  his  intention  to  the  Secretary,  and 
enclose  his  annual  subscription,  post  paid,  or  by  private 
conveyance,  at  least  a  fortnight  before  that  day ;  and 
thus  save  the  expense  of  ordering  dinner  for  a  greater 
nu„>ber  than  is  necessary;  otherwise  he  shall  be  subject 
to  pay  a  fine  of  Five  Shillings,  as  the  Conmiittee,  takin. 
It  for  granted  that  he  intends  to  be  present,  will  ord« 
"linner  for  him. 

Tth.-The  General  Court  to  be  holden  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  January,  shall  be  followed  by  the 
Annual  Ball,  the  expenses  of  which  are  to  be  defrayed 
u»  like  manner  as  above. 

8th.-As  the  general  adoption  of  the  Garb  of 
the  ancient  Caledonians,  at  the  General  Courts  of  the 
.Society,  would  tend  to  excite  and  preserve  the  national 
^sj.u'.t  of  Highlanders,  which  has  been  so  conspicuouslvand 
honourably  displayed   in  all  parts  of  the  world -^ it  i« 
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tarnestly  recommended  to  all  Members,  to  whom  it  may- 
be convenient,  to  appear  at  the  several  General  Courts 
of  the  Society  in  the  Hi;^hland  Dress  ;  and  all  Mem- 
bers of  the  Society  are  directed  to  wear  a  plaid  of 
whatever  Tartan  thoy  jiiay  please,  at  every  General 
Court. 


5EIf£tion  of  fHfmbtr£i. 

1st. — Persons  desirous  of  becoming  Members  of 
the  Society,  sliall  be  proposed  at  one  of  the  General 
Courts  of  the  same,  and  elect  \  by  a  ballot;  and  such 
person  shall  be  excluded  as  shall  appear  to  have  had 
three  black  balls  placed  against  his  name. 

2nd.— All  Members  of  the  Parent  Society  shall, 
on  their  arrival  in  Canada,  (if  they  desire  it,)  be  con- 
sidered Members  of  this  Branch  during  their  residence 
in  Canada,  paying  the  annual  subscrii)tion  of  Five 
Shillings. 

3rd. — In  case  it  shall  be  i  le  unanimous  desire  of 
the  M  nibers  present,  at  any  election  of  Members,  that 
tlie  ballot  should  be  dispensed  v^ith,  and  that  the  person 
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tl.en  in  nomination  .hould  bo  elected  a  Member  of  the 
Society,  such  person  so  elected,  .ball  be  deemed  an,] 
taken  to  have  been  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  be  ad- 
mitted a  Member.
